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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Benton  School 
District : 

I  herewith  submit  my  twenty-second  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  total  enrollment  of  the  Benton  Street  School  in 
1963-1964  was  15,  the  average  membership  was  14.0 
and  the  percent  of  attendance  was  97.8.  There  were 
fifteen  pupils  enrolled  in  other  districts:  three  at  Ha- 
verhill Academy,  five  at  Haverhill  Elementary,  six  at 
Woodsville  Elementary  and  one  at  Woodsville  High 
School. 

As  a  result  of  the  vote  at  the  last  district  meeting  in 
March,  1964,  the  Benton  Street  School  is  now  closed 
and  the  children  are  attending  Haverhill  and  Woods- 
ville Elementary  Schools.  Mr.  Covert  Woolson  bid  off 
the  transportation  route. 

The  children  are  making  excellent  progress.  Seventh 
and  eighth  grade  pupils  enjoy  the  benefits  of  Shop  and 
Home  Economics.  Our  first  six  grades  are  aided  by  the 
specialized  instruction  offered  by  the  single  grade 
teacher. 

The  Sweepstakes  revenue  for  this  year  is  $640.16. 
Next  year  we  have  estimated  the  Sweepstakes  revenue 
in  the  amount  of  $810.00. 

As  predicted  in  last  year's  report,  supervisory  union 
changes  have  taken  place.  Benton  now  becomes  a  part 
of  Supervisory  Union  #23,  comprised  of  Bath,  Benton, 
Haverhill,  Lincoln-Woodstock  Cooperative,  Monroe, 
Piermont  and  Woodsville. 

Mr.  Phil  Bennett  and  I  retire  this  year  and  a  new 
superintendent  will  be  elected  at  the  Supervisory 
Union  meeting  to  be  held  this  spring. 
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In  submitting  my  final  school  report  to  the  citizens  of 
Benton,  I  cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  enjoyment  I've 
found  working  in  your  district.  The  warmth  of  the 
people,  the  cooperation  and  help  of  the  school  board, 
have  made  this  position  a  most  enjoyable  part  of  my 
life. 

I  trust  that  in  some  small  way  I  have  contributed  to 
the  better  education  of  your  children.  Thank  you  and 
the  members  of  your  school  board  for  the  privilege  of 
working  and  serving  with  you.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENTS  SALARY 

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  requires  that  school  district  annual 
reports  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  superinten- 
dent. 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  pro- 
rated among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  union  on 
the  basis  of  adjusted  valuation.  One-half  is  prorated  on 
the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the  schools  for 
the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  Supervisory  Union  #34,  during  1964-1965 
will  receive  a  salary  of  $10,500.00  which  is  made  up  as 
follows:  $3,250.00  to  be  paid  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education  and  $7,250.00  prorated  among  the  several 
school  districts.  Allowance  of  $1,300.00  for  travel  with- 
in the  Union  is  also  prorated  as  stated  above.

The  White  Mountains  Region  Association  this  year  has  published 
and  distributed  136,000  promotional  folders  and  cooperated  with  the 
five  other  Region  Associations  in  publishing  400,000  copies  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Accommodations  Booklet. 

We  received  a  total  of  7,500  individual  inquiries  about  the  Region 
which  were  answered  with  a  package  of  folders  and  with  personal 
letters.  Because  we  are  closely  associated  with  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  promotional  effort,  we  receive  in  our  office  inquiries 
which  are  generated  by  the  State.  The  Region  Association's  address 
is  listed  on  one  and  one-half  million  individual  pieces  of  literature 
published  by  the  State. 

In  addition  to  maintaining  an  active  and  effective  mailing  office, 
the  Association  has  encouraged  and  promoted  many  important 
developmental  projects  for  the  region.  Such  projects  include  Northern 
Ventures,  a  venture  capital  corporation  to  assist  people  who  have 
ideas  for  industry;  Temple  Monorail  System  at  Twin  Mountain;  the 
Kilkenny  project  in  Lancaster;  Mt.  Agassiz  Development  in  Bethle- 
hem and  Big  Bear  Ski  area  at  Bartlett. 

Through  our  Industrial  Council  we  have  changed  the  emphasis  of 
industrial  development  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  so  that  it  in- 
cludes the  northern  three  countries  and  also  encourages  a  "do  it 
yourself"  attitude  with  industrial  development  groups. 

Last  year  we  assisted  in  promoting  an  appropriation  of  $65,000 
for  the  construction  of  the  Whitefield  Regional  Airport  and  went  on 
record  opposing  the  Livermore  Falls  Dam  in  the  Pemigewasset 
Valley. 

Presently  we  are  planning  to  establish  an  active  Historical  Sites 
Committee  which  will  encourage  the  development  of  major  historical 
sites  in  the  region,  an  asset  which  we  have  which  has  not  been 
developed  to  its  full  potential. 

The  work  of  the  Association  is  continually  hampered  by  a  lack 
of  adequate  funds.  In  order  to  do  the  work  necessary  to  raise  our 
economy,  the  full  support  of  all  towns  in  the  region  is  needed.
